Several of the e-mail documents located during our search have been edited to remove personal 
information pursuant to exemption (b)(6) of the FOIA (5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6)), in that they may 
constitute an invasion of “personal privacy” because they apply to a particular individual. See 
Sims v. CIA. 642 F.2d 562 at 572 (D.C. Cir 1980); National Parks and Conservation Ass’n v. 
Kleppe, 547 F.2d 673, 685 (D.C. Cir 1976). The blacked out information includes such 
information as personal e-mail addresses and personal addresses. 
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As to the information that is being withheld from disclosure, you have the right to appeal this 
determination within 30 calendar days of the above date to:

Your appeal should include a copy of your original request, a copy of this determination, and a 
statement of the reasons you believe this determination to be in error and why this material 
should be made fully available to you. Both your letter and the envelope in which it is mailed 
should be prominently marked "Freedom of Information Appeal." 


As you know, NIST is conducting the building and fire safety investigation of the World Trade 
Center disaster. This investigation is estimated to take 24 months. During the course of the 
investigation, NIST will maintain a website (http://wtc.nist.gov) to provide information on its 
investigation to the public.
